The Wireline Competition Bureau provides notice that it is initiating a proceeding to consider a
petition filed by Standing Rock Telecommunications, Inc. (Standing Rock), pursuant to section 54.207 of
the Commission’s rules, to redefine the service area served by several rural telephone companies in North
and South Dakota.'

The Commission’s rules allow the Commission to initiate a proceeding to consider a definition of
a service area served by a rural telephone company that is different from that company’s study area.” If
the Commission proposes to redefine such an area, it must seek agreement of the state commission and
the “proposed definition shall not take effect until both the state commission and the Commission agree
upon the definition of a rural service area.””

Interested parties may file comments on or before March 26, 2010, and reply comments on or
before April 12,2010. All pleadings are to reference WC Docket No. 09-197. Comments may be filed
